OVER  THE  YEARS 

Commentaries  based  on  cataloging  over  300  sales  and  51  years  collecting  - since  1928 
(including  THE  LARGEST  A N A.  SALE  EVER  HELD-1977) 

The  last  sale  (April  27-28)  C.S.N.S.  at  Dearborn,  Michigan  presented  a challenge  as 
well  as  a test  of  the  depth  of  the  present  market  "boom".  How  do  we  catalog  over  a 
thousand  Morgan  dollars  without  making  them  appear  "common"?  A quick  review  of 
that  catalog  will  reveal  how  this  situation  was  handled.  The  messages  we  are  receiving 
from  the  pleased  consignors  is  sufficient  approbation  for  the  effort  expend  ed.  We 
know  that  many  buyers  (both  collectors  and  dealers)  were  pleased  at  the  number  of 
opportunities  they  had  to  acquire  many  elusive  dates.  VAM  number  dollar  collectors 
seem  to  be  increasing,  therefore  we  made  a special  effort  to  obtain  a consignment  of 
desirable  Morgan  dollars  attributed  by  VAM  numbers.  "Good  hunting"! 

The  "test"  consisted  in  offering  so  many  Morgan  dollars  in  one  sale.  How  would  the 
market  react?  Evidently  the  market  is  even  stronger  than  we  could  possibly  anticipate. 
Over  90%  of  the  Morgan  dollars  were  "knocked  down"  to  floor  bidders,  most  after 
spirited  and  strongly  competitive  bidding  - some  by  eight  to  ten  bidders  on  the  same 
lot.  Luckily  we  had  the  assistance  of  several  "spotters"  to  keep  track  of  the  floor 
bidders.  A number  realized  double  to  triple  our  estimated  prices.  As  this  is  being  com- 
posed (early  May),  the  market  continues  its  phenominal  strength  with  new  higher  prices 
appearing  nearly  every  week. 

Gold  coins,  particularly  those  in  the  higher  grades,  continue  their  rapid  advance  in 
values.  Large  Size  Currency  in  top  condition  continued  setting  new  record  prices,  many 
exceeding  our  estimated  value  by  50%  or  more.  On  the  other  hand,  some  of  the  mail 
bidders  (as  well  as  those  who  had  the  patience  to  "sit  through  the  sale")  were  rewarded 
by  an  occasional  bargain.  In  fact,  in  checking  the  bourse  room  on  Sunday,  we  noted 
some  of  the  coins  from  our  auction  being  offered  for  sale  in  dealers'  cases. 

Every  dealer  we  talked  to  at  the  C.S.N.S.  convention  seem  pleased  with  the  business 
they  were  doing  at  the  convention.  Many  were  more  concerned  with  replacing  their 
stock  in  this  rapidly  rising  market. 

The  move  to  new  and  much  larger  quarters  is  being  reflected  in  more  efficient 
service  to  our  many  friends.  We  still  have  problems  with  some  receiving  their  catalogs 
late,  and  have  taken  the  matter  up  with  the  post  office.

HOW  TO  BID 


What  to  Bid  On: 

As  you  read  through  the  catalog  for  the  first  time,  record  the  numbers  of 
all  the  lots  you  are  interested  in  on  a worksheet.  If  you  are  interested  in 
specific  types  of  coins,  be  sure  to  check  the  catalog  index. 

How  Much  to  Bid: 

The  price  you  bid  is  determined  by  you.  You  must  remember  the  value 
that  you  place  on  the  coins.  Check  the  values  listed  in  the  catalog  and 
decide  what  you  are  willing  to  pay.  You  should  bid  generously  on  the  lots 
you  strongly  wish  to  obtain.  If  there  are  some  lots  you  would  like  to  have  'if 
the  price  is  right',  then  you  may  want  to  place  nominal  bids  on  those  lots. 
Because  a number  of  collectors  choose  to  bid  on  many  lots,  the  number  of 
successful  bids  will  be  relatively  small.  This  is  controlled  by  a very  active 
market.  You  can  safely  extend  your  bidding  (and  take  advantage  of  a 
'bargain')  by  placing  a dollar  total  limit  on  your  bids.  Should  your  total  be 
reached  before  ali  your  bids  are  executed,  we  will  then  terminate  your  bid- 
ding. 

Remember  that  your  bids  are  limits.  It  is  possible,  and  quite  often  does 
occur,  that  you  will  succeed  in  purchasing  a lot  for  less  than  your  bid  since 
we  start  the  floor  bidding  at  about  5-10%  above  the  second  highest  mail 
bid.
